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A. S. Jones, the Missouri Pacific sta- 
tion agent, who shot and killed J. F. 
Peck, the section boss, at Sprague, 
Neb., gave himself up to the police at 
Lincoln on the 1ith. Jones had not 
been suffering, apparently, as he is in 
good health. Hesays he was tired of 
hiding out. 

AN attempt was made, on the night 
of the 10th, to blow up the office of the 
Ironclad Age, an infidel paper pub- 
lished in Indianapolis, Ind. The office 
is located ina large building, the up- 
per floors of which are rented to fami- 
lies. 

TEN-YEAR-OLD Alfred Baker, ‘son of 
George H. Baker, a lodge janitor, 
stood on the street car track at Terre 
Haute, Ind., on the evening of the 
1ith, looking up at a toy balloon, when 
an electric car struck him. He lived 
an hour. 

THE Antwerp consignees of the Brit- 
ish steamship Apollo, Capt. Sykes, 
which sailed from’ New York, Febru- 
ary 11, for Antwerp, are convinced that 
the vessel has been lost. 


MISCELL saNEODS. 

THE spring maneuvers of the Russian 
cavalry will be held at the fortress of 
Modin, at the junction of the Bug and 
Vistula rivers. The German military 
attache in St. Petersburg has been in- 
vited to be present. 

TuE new customs tariff bill has passed 
the East Indian le islative council, in 
spite of the strong popular opposition 
to theexemption of cottonarticles and 
fabrics from import duties, which it is 
maintained puts the interests of India 
at the merey of a handful of Lancashire 
cotton spinners. 

On the 12th the supreme court of 
the United States overruled the ap- 
plication of the city of Oakland, Cal., 
to be impleaded as a party in the suit 
brought by the state of California 
against the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Co. to recover possession of the water 
front of the city of Oakland. The 
right was given to its representative, 
however, to file a brief and maps in 
support of its claim to the right of pos- 
session of the water front. 

On the 12th the appeal of the state 
of Michigan from the decision of the 
supreme court of that state in the case 
where it sought to recover something 
over 15,000 acres of the lands granted 
to the Flint & Pere Marquette Railway 
Co. in that state, was dismissed in the 
supreme court of the United States by 
Chief-Justice Fuller for want of juris- 
diction. 

IMPORTANT dispatches from Minister 
Thompson at Rio were received by the 
state departmenton the 12th. The first 
of these stated that Admiral da Gama 
had offered, through the Portuguese 
naval commander, to surrender, on 
condition that he and his followers 
should be guaranteed safety. Another 
dispatch, received two hours later, said 
that Admiral da Gama had left his ship 
and gone on board a Portuguese vessel 
asanasylum. Secretary Gresham un- 
derstands from these dispatches that 
the war has virtually ended.

A SUNDAY TRAGEDY. 


Marion Skaats. of Alton, I11., Winds Up a 
Family Misunderstanding By Killing 
His Wife and Himself In the Presence 
of His Step-Daughter on the Railway 
Platform at East Alton—The Direct 
Cause of the Tragedy Not Definitely 
Kuown. 

ALTON, Ill., March 18.—The South- 
western limited train of the Big Four 
railroad had as passengers to East 
Alton Sunday night, bound for their 
home at Alton, Mr. and Mrs. Marion 
T. Skaats, with Mrs. Skaats’ daughter, 
Miss Cora Phillips. The daughter ar- 
rived here at 9 o'clock, accompanied by 
the dead bodies of her mother and step- 
father. 

The story of the tragedy, as told by 
Miss Phillips between her sobs, was 
brief but terrible. She and her moth- 
er had gone to St. Louis at noon, for 
what was not stated, and had been fol- 
lowed by Skaats on a later train. As 
they returned on the limited and ar- 
rived at East Alton they changed to 
the “plug” train for Alton, and as 





they walked across the little plat- 
form Skaats, saying -to his wife, 
“We will settle this matter now,” 


quickly shot her dead and then fired 
two shots into his own head and died 
almost instantly. The affair was soon 
over, taking but a moment, and both 
were dead before the daughter or the 
bewildered spectators of the scene 
could realize what had happened. 
WARNED HER MOTHER. 

Miss Phillips says that when Skaats 
came in and sat down in the car behind 
herself and mother, he made some re- 
mark which caused her to look at him, 
and she at once said to her mother, 
*‘Look out fora tragedy!” but did not 
suppose he meant to kill her mother 
and himself as well. 

When the “plug” train arrived at 
Alton the ambulance wagon was ready 
and the body of Mrs. Skaats was first 
taken to the family home, her daugh- 
ter refusing to allow the body of the 
murderer and suicide to be taken tc 
the house. When this task had been 
accomplished the wagon returned and 
Skaats’ body was taken to the police 
station in the city hall. 

Skaats has a father, E. E. Skaats, 03 
Wichita, Kas., and two little daugh. 
ters, who are with their grandfather. 
A son lives here. 

Mrs. Skaats, formerly Mrs. Celia 
Phillips, leaves four daughters and one 
son, the lattera cripple, who are all 
distracted with grief, as they find 
themselves almost friendless orphans. 

SUCH A TRAGEDY PREDICTED. 

The history of the dead couple is pe: 
culiar, and they have been for many 
years the subject of much discussion, 
many having the foresight to predict 
just such a tragie end as has come tc 
them. 

On the 5th of last December the 
Skaats family had a terrible row, he 
beating his wife and threatening tc 
kill her, and making such a noise as tc 
arouse the entire neighborhood. He 
was only quieted by the arrival of ade- 
tachment of police. Asa result of this 
quarrel Skaats and his wife separated, 
he taking his children and going to his 
father’s at Wichita. Mrs. Skaats at 
once applied for a divorce. 

Some three or four weeks afterward, 
however, she received a conciliatory 
letter from him, and the trouble was 
patched up. He returned to her, leav: 
ing his children with his father. <A 
more loving couple was never seen on 
the streets of Alton than the Skaats, 
and their regained happiness was the 
subject of general comment. This has 
continued without interruption until 
the present tragedy, at least so far as 
the public knows, end the awful end- 
ing of the pair, while not altogether 
unexpected, came as a violent shock tc 
this community. and is the sole topic 
of discussion in this city of sensations. 





ANOTHER DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


A Diseharged Carpenter Kills His Late 
Employer and Himself. 


Sr. Lovis, Mareh 18.—A frightful 
double tragedy occurred at 11 a. m. 
in a new building being constructed 
at 3448 Oregon avenue. Last Saturday 
Chris Studt, a carpenter, who had been 
at work on the building, was given no- 
tice of his discharge, and left the build- 
ing ina sullen manner and muttering 
threats against his employer, Charles 
Wuensch. 

This forenoon the men at work on 
the building noticed Studt standing 
around, but paid no particular atten- 
tion to his appearance. He did not 
mingle with the workmen, and while 
they were at work on the upper floors, he 
stealthily entered the building, carry- 
ing with himadouble-barreled shotgun. 
He proceeded to a point directly under 
where Wuensch was bending over a 
bench on the second floor, and taking 
hasty, but accurate aim through 
the joists at the object of his hate, 
fired one barrel of the shotgun. The 
load of buckshot almost tore Wuench’s 
head from his body. The blood spurted 
out in streams and poured down on 
the murderer on the floor beneath. 
The other workmen were startled 
by the sound of the gun and 
on rushing to the scene were horri- 
fied to find the body of Wuench 
lying across the joists with the 
head dangling from a few shreds of 
skin. They at once divined the cause 
and hurried to the lower floor to inter- 
cept the murderer. Studt heard them 
coming, and placed the muzzle of the 
weapon against his body. He pulled 
the trigger with a short stick, and the 
charge of shot tore the lower part of 
his abdomen and intestines to pieces. 
He was not killed ontright, but died 
vithin ap howr,

REASSEMBLED. 


The British Partlament, After an Ex: 
ceedingly Brief Breathing Spell, Reas- 
sembles—The Queen's Speach Read te 
the Lords and Commons in Joint Meet- 
ing by Lord Herschell, Lord High 
Chaucellor. 

Lonpen, March 12.—Parliament re- 
assembled to-day. At 2 o'clock p. m. 
the members of the house of commons 
were summoned to the chamber of the 
house of lords to hear the speech from 
the throne. After the usual formali- 
ties at the bar the queen’s speech was 
read by the lord high chancellor, Lord 
Herschell. The speech, which was 
somewhat longer than the one prorogu: 
ing parliament a week ago, was as fol- 
lows: 

My LORDS AND GENTLEMEN —I regret in 
view of my speech at the recent completion oi 
your arduous labors to have to summon you sc 
soon to renew therh. 

My relations with foreign powers continue 
amicable. Satisfactory negotiations betweer 
my government and that of the emperor ol 
Russia for the settlement of the frontier ques: 
tions in Central Asia, are proceeding with a 
spirit of mutual confidence and good will. 
which gives every hope of an early and equita 
ble adjustment. Negotiations are also in 
progress with the government of the Unite¢ 
States for the purpose of executing the award 
of the court of arbitration on the question ot 
the seal fisheries in Behring sea. 

I take pleasure also in informing you that 
the protracted and Intricate arrangements fix 
ing the frontier of the Burmase dominions ané 
those of the emperor of China have beer 
brought to a satisfactory conclusion by the 
signature of a convention. 

Two collisions, accompanied by lamentable 
loss of life, have lately occurred between the 
French and colonial forces in West Africa. ] 
await the result of the inquiry which has beer 
instituted in regard to these deplorable occur 
rences, in full confilence that they will be ex 
amined in the calm and dignified tempe) 
which befits two great nations on such occa 
sions. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons: The 
estimates for public service for the year wil 
be laid before you. They will be found to make 
full and adequate provision for the defense 0! 
the empire. 

The recent improvement in the estate of Ire 
land has been continuous and marked. Agra 
tian crime has been reduced under the admin 
istration of the ordinary law to the lowest 
point reached in the last fifteen years. The 
condition, however, of a considerable body o: 
evicted tenants requires early attention. A 
measure will be submitted to you with the 
view of a reasonable settlement of a questior 
deeply affecting the well being of Ireland. 

Bills will be submitted to you for the amend. 
ment of the registration law, and the abolitior 
of plural voting in parliamentary elections 
and measures dealing with the ecclesiastica 
establishments in Wales and Scotland wil 
also be subniitted. There will also be pre 
cented you Lills, with the object of equaliza 
tion of rates i: London, the establishment of # 
eystem of Il government in Scotland or 
the same basis as that recently accordec 
to England and Wales and the exercise of di 
rect local control over the liquor trafic. You 
will also be asked to consider measures for the 
promotion of conciliation of labor disputes, tne 
amendment of the.factory and mines acts, and 
reform of the present method of conducting 
inquiries concerning fatal accidents in Scot. 
land.

Liliuokalani Interviewed—The Ex-Queer 
of Hawaii Not Entirely Without Hope 
If 'Tis Forlorn. 

CuicaGo, March 13.——A special to the 
Tribune trom Honolulu, March 838, vie 
fan Iranciseo, March 12, says: Since 
the last steamer a reporter has suc 
ceeded in interviewing the ex-queen, 
who has hitherto refused to discuss 
matters bearing on the Hawaiian situa- 
tion with any but tried and trusted 
friends. 

‘Does your majesty still have faith 
in restoration?” she was asked. 

“Of course we anxiously await news 
by every steamer, as you may imagine. 
but we have now the same faith in the 
in the triumph of justice which we 
have had from the outset—that is, we 
have the greatest faith in the Amer. 
ican nation and ‘in Mr. Cleveland par: 








ticulary. We have no better means, 
however, of knowing what will be 
done than the public at large. 
for we depend wholly upon _ the 
newspapers for information.

been widely published in America ané 
elsewhere that our interest in the case 
is wholly personal. Of course, we have 
naturally a deep personal interest at 
stake, but you may say that we are 
deeply sorry on account of our patient 
native people, many of whom have lost 
employment by the overthrow.” 

Liliuokalani would nut discuss the 
questions pertaining to the formation 
of the new government here, and she 
declined to express any opinion as tc 
whether the Hawaiians would ulti- 
mately rebel, though she did say: ‘‘Our 
subjects are probably more patient 
than any other people in the world, 
and for that matter we have counseled 
them to be peaceful and await re:

FREE TRADE FALLACIES. 


A Dead Issue in the United States—Hour- 
bons Afraid of Their Hobby. 

Advance sheets of Chauncey M. De- 
pew’s article in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury on ‘The Prospects of Free Trade 
in the United States” have reached this 
country. Mr. Depew wrote the article 
while tossing about on the Atlantic on 
his return from Europe. 

Mr. Depew says the result of the 
election of 1892 was a surprise. The 
country was paralyzed by the plunge it 
had deliberately taken. Every indus- 
trial and business interest in the land 
was extraordinarily interwoven with 
and interdependent upon the protec- 
tive system, yet a party had come into 
possession of the government pledged 
to the uprooting of thut system. It 
had declared in its platform that the 
principle of protection was con- 
demned by the constitution and that 
its practice was a robbery and a 
fraud. 

“What will vou do with your vic- 
tory?” was the question eagerly asked 
from every mill and mine, from every 
factory and furnace, from every count- 
ing-room and _ banker's office, from 
every corporation and from working- 
men. The answer was flat and frank. 
“We will do what we promised to do if 
elected, and whet you have specially 
commissioned and instructed us to 
earry out.” ‘ 

There never was a more direct map- 
date from a constituency to an admin- 
istration nor an administration which 
knew so well was expected of it and 
what it intended to accomplish. 

Mr. Dejew then describes the read- 
justment of business and manufactur- 
ing in anticipation of the proposed 
change. Hesays that at least eighty 
per cent. of the miils, factories and 
furnaces locked their doors and two 
million persons were thrown out of 
employment. He tells of the calling of 
the extra session of congress in re- 
sponse to the demand for the repeal of 
the silver law, and continues: 

“One-half of the president's followers 
refused to follow his lead, and it re- 
quired every recourse known to power 
and authority to hold those who pro- 
fessed obedience to their elected chief. 
The wild horses of Mr. Gladstone 
obeyed every suggestion of the bit 
with the reins in the hands of that vet- 
eran, able and accomplished whip, but 
the wild horses of Mr. Cleveland 
plunged and bolted at the start, nearly 
upsetting the national coach.” 

Mr. Depew says of the election of 
1893: ‘The educational campaign for 
free trade, which after thirty years of 
earnest and ceaseless labor had finally 
triumphed, was in less than twelve 
months turned into a disastrous rout.” 
As an effect of the elections, Mr. Depew 
says the president hastened to send a 
message to congress reassuring the 
country that any legislation would 
have due regard for existing business 
interests and the wages of labor. Free 
trade principles were at once aban- 
doned by the reformers and in their 
place the details of protection are dis- 
cussed. 

In conclusion Mr. Depew says: “Free 
trace is a myth and a tariff for revenue 
only ashadow. Most of our industries 
are stagnant, and the majority of our 
mills, factories und furnaces are in to- 
tal or partial paralysis, while the vic- 
tors are experimenting with the 
weapons of their protectionist enemies. 
If, under these circumstances, the 
much-heralded measure which was to 
repeal the alleged atrocities of the Mc- 
Kinley bill and curb the reputed rapac- 
ity of the tariff robber baron ever 
reaches President Cleveland for his 
signature he will not recognize it. In 
the meantime the people, harassed 
with donbts and fears, losing money or 
out cf employment, with the impa- 
tience of despair or hunger are clamor- 
ing for action. Every day's delay is re 
garded asa further evidence of inca- 
pacity for government. Under these 
circumstances a miracle can scarcely 
pass a measure which would materially 
alter the present law, and only a mir- 
acle can prevent the return of protec- 
tionists to power.”’— San Francisco 
Chronicle.

THE DEMOCRATIC BREACH. 


An Exceedingly Dark Outlook for the 
Bourbon Hosts. 

The signs are steadily growing more 
and more manifest which point to a 
serious breach in the democratic party. 
Caucuses on an important question like 
the seigniorage issue which are deliber- 
ately and ostentatiously disregarded by 
a powerful element of the party calling 
them reveal the presence of centrif- 
ugal influences in the organization af- 
fected which gravely threaten its ine 
tegrity and potency. Intelligent dem- 
ocrats concede that the wrangle in 
their party on the silver question and 
that which recently took place on the 
supreme court vacancy matter are de- 
moralizing and disheartening, and they 
are looking for a rupture more or less 
serious on the tariff and bond-issue 
questions. Both these subjects will be 
in the burning stage for months yet, as 
the passage of the Wilson bill before 
May or June is not deemed probable at 
present, while another bond sale is 
likely to be made necessary in three or 
four months at the latest. 

Nobody imagines, of course, that the 
democratic split will be permanent, or 
that it will affect the party seriously 
beyond a few years. The vitality of 
great organizations like the two lead- 
ing parties of the present day has been 
shown so frequently and so clearly 
within the past third of a century that 
no intelligent person looks for the 
death of either of them as a conse- 
quence of a few reverses, however com- 
plete and overwhelming they may ap- 
pear to be atthe time. The republic- 
ans, who made a clean sweep of the 
country for president and congress in 
1872. were disastrously beaten in the 
congressional election of 1874, won the 
presidential canvass of 1876, have had 
several ups and downs since, and their 
star seems to be again in the ascend- 
ant. Frequently since the beginning 
of the war the outlook for the democ- 
racy was dark, indeed, and in one or 
two canvasses it appeared to be blotted 
out almost as signally and thoroughly 
as was the host of Sennacherib before 
the wratn of the Lord, but it carried 
the country, nevertheless, in 1884 
and 1892. 

While sensible persons bave stopped 
writing the obituaries of great polit- 
ical organizations, it is clear now to 
all sagacious democrats that the imme- 
diate outlook for their party is exceed 
ingly dark. The responsibilities which 
absolute power has brought to their 
party they see have been coupled with 
duties which the party has been un- 
able to meet, and this condition of 
things imposes penalties which cannot 
be evaded. ‘The democracy is not a 
unit on any great question of the day. 
Factional lines of cleavage are drawn 
in various directions, until it* seems to 
some of its members that the party for 
the time being is destined to fly into 
fragments. All over the country ths 
tide is unmistakably turning in favor 
of the republicans. In every state 
which voted three and a half months 
azo the republicans made {immense 
gains. If a president and congress had 
been chosen at that time there would 
have been an overwhelming republican 
triumph. Every special election for 
congressmen which has been held since 
then, including the one which took 
place in Pennsylvania a few days ago, 
revealed a striking growth in republic- 
anstrength. All the omens and augu- 
ries portend that the immediate politic- 
al future is to be put in the keeping of 
the republican party.—-St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

A FATAL WOUND. 


Cyrus Johnson (Col.) Stabb3d by Rich- 
ard Terrell—Death Will Likely 
Result. 








In an affray yesterday morning, 
which occurred on the Bradford farm 
eight miles west of the city; Richard 
Terrell stabbed Cyrus Johnson (col.) in 
the left side in the region of his heart, 
inflicting a dangerous if not a fatal 
wound. ? 

Cyrus had contracted to work some 
land for Mr. Terrell, and had bought 
some goods for which Terrell was re 
sponsible. Cyrus decided that he would 
not live with Terrell and came with a 
wagon to move his household goods, 
Mr. Terrell met him and told him if he 
would go to the store of R. L. Pulley & 
Son and pay his account it would be 
satisfactory for him to leave. 

Instead of agreeing to do this he said 
he was going to move immediately and 
began letting down the bars to bring the 
wagon on the premises to get his goods. 
Mr. Terrell attempted to hold the bars, 
when the negro threw a rock barely 
missing his head—he then picked up a 
stick and struck some heavy blows, 
striking Mr. Terrell about the head daz- 
ing him. Terrell then clinched with the 
negro and threw him to the ground 
stabbing him in the left side.

DOMESTIC CONCERNS. 


—Chocolate Marshmallows: Buy a 
few marshmallows, cut each in two 
pieces, dip each piece in melted choco- 
late and set away to harden. 

—Cheap Cream Cake: One cupful 
each of sugar and sweet milk, one 
egg, one tablespoonful butter, two tea- 
cupfuls flour, two teaspoonfuls bak- 
ing powder. Filling: One teacupful 
sweet milk, one-quarter teacupful su- 
gar, one dessertspoonful flour, one 
egg. Mix filling together and boil un- 
til thick.—Orange Judd Farmer. 

—Thin Biscuit: One pint of flour, 
one winegl: ss of milk, one tablespoon- 
ful of lard and butter mixed, one egg. 
Beat the egg light and pour it on the 
flour, then the milk, and lastly, the 
butter and lard. Workitwell. Break 
off small pieces the size of a marble, 
roll it out as thin asa sheet of paper 
and sprinkle with dry flour as you roll 
them, which will make them crisp. 
Stick with a fork and bake in a quick 
oven. —Boston Budget. 

—Brown Bread: Set a sponge over 
night, using one cup of yeast, three 
pints of flour, two tablespoonfuls each 
of Jard and sugar, and one quart of 
warm water. In the morning take one 
quart of rye flour, two quarts of corn 
meal, one tablespoonful of salt, a tea- 
spoonful of soda, and half a cupful of 
molasses. Pour the sponge into this 
and mixa soft dough, adding a little 
water if necessary. Let it rise, make 
into loaves and rise again. Bake very 
slowly. At least four hours will be re- 
quired for the baking.—Ohio Farmer. 

—Qucek Muffins: One pint of milk, one 
ounce of butter, one teaspoonfu! of 
salt, three cups of flour, two heaping 
teaspoonfuls of baking-powder of a 
half teaspoonful of soda and one of 
cream of tartar, three eggs. Beat the 
eggs separately until light; add the 
yolks to the milk, then the flour, which 
must be more or less, according to the 
quality. The batter must be thin and 
poured from the spoon. Now add the 
baking-powder and the _ well-beaten 
eggs; stir till thoroughly mixed. Make 
in muffin-rings in a quick-oven or on 
the griddle.—N. Y. World. 

-——Codfish Balls: Put the’fish in luke- 
warm water to soak in the evening; 
after soaking three hours drain the 
water off, put fresh water on and soak 
until morning. Drain twice more,then 
put itina kettle, with enough water 
to cover it; boil half an hour, or until 
itis tender. Put it in a dish to cool, 
then tear it into small pieces, removing 
any pieces of skin or bone. Add an 
equal quantity of mashed potatoes, a 
lump of butter, a little sweet milk,and 
fry in hot lard or drippings. The egg 





may be omitted if desired.—Ohio 
l'armer. 
—French cooks make excellent frit- 


ters with the pasteof brioche. Almost 
any good, sweet, raised biscuit dough 
may be used in the sameway. Let the 
dough rise till very light. Then roll it 
out until it is an eighth of an inch 
thick. Cut it into circles with a patty 
cutter two inchesin diameter. Heapa 
teaspoonful of raspberry jam in the 
center of half the circles. Moisten the 
edg:s of the other circles with water 
and put them carefully over these 
which have been heaped with jam, 
pressing the edges very carefully to- 
gether. Fry the fritters at once in hot 
fat, dredge them with sugar and serve. 

—Ribbon Cake: Cream one cup but- 
ter, add gradually two cups sugar and 
beat well, then add four eggs well 
beaten; mix together three and one- 
half cups flour and three teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, add this to the first 
mixture alternately with one cup 
milk. To half of the batter add one 
cup raisins stoned, cut and floured, 
one-half pound figs chopped very fine 
and floured, one tablespoonful of mo- 


. lasses, one-half teaspoonful of cinna- 


mon and _ one-half teaspoonful of 
cloves, mace and allspice mixed equal- 
ly, one quarter of a grated nutmeg, 
the spices to be mixed with one table- 
spoonful of flour. Bake in buttered 
pans in moderate oven about thirty 
minutes and put together with a thin 
laver of jelly.—Farm, Field and Fire- 
side. 





PUTTING ON A VEIL. 


To Do It Properly is Far More Difficult
